In  this  system  the  ground 
grains  are  mixed,  just  as  they  would  be  in  mukiii^f  the  old  style  mash,  but  instead  of 
wettinjr  enouRh  for  each  finxlintr,  enoujrh  of  the  mixture  to  last  some  time  is  plaecl 
in  a  hopper,  where  the  hens  ean  have  free  aecess  to  it,  or  a  hopper  ean  made  with  a 
hinfted,  eover  so,  that  it  may  be  oi)encd  or  elo8e<l  at  will.  The  whole  grain  is  fed  in  the 
litter  as  under  the  old  system.  So  long  as  the  re(|uirem('nts  are  supplied  the  sinipl  ■ 
the  method  of  fetxlinfr  ''an  be  made  the  better.  Pure  water  should  be  aeeessible  at  nil 
times,  sound  grains  in  variety,  meat  in  some  form,  green  food  and  grit.  Sour  milk 
ean  be  had  on  most  farms  and  nothing  gives  better  results  for  either  raising  chicks

Madflinij. — Xo  matter  how  sueeessfully  produetiou  i<  tnnuaired  the  profit  will 
tu  a  trrciit  extent  depend  on  the  marketing.  The  ideal  method  is  where  the  producer 
<\:s  M'll  direct  to  the  consumer;  it'  it  i-;  impossible  on  account  of  lucalicni  to  do  ihi-. 
:iiin  to  market  so  as  to  luivi'  as  few  middle  men  as  pcw^jlile.  If  ynu  arc  ii'it  «ilii;itcd 
close  to  a  iioim]  retail  market,  probably  the  co-operative  cirg  circle  methud  will  he  bc-t. 
Hut  under  any  system,  eare  should  be  taken  to  market  only  liiuh  class  i>rodncts.  If 
ynu  ai'c  -liippiujr  to  a  circle  -icnd  iioflnn','  but  strictly  new  laid  ecrir-i  of  «o  id  size  mid 
ci.loiir.  If  yiiu  have  any  esrgs  that  are  '^mnll  or  of  uncertain  age  keep  tlicin  at  lionc 
I'.r  •Miliitig.  as  the  niarketiuu  of  them  will  spoil  your  reputation  inul  the  price  ffO' 
\'Mn  fj<iod  egfTs.  If  you  are  supplying  private  traile  it  will  aid  .vou  to  better  prices  if 
ibi'y  are  ))ut  up  in  iieMt  cartoon^  on  which  is  printed  your  name  and  any  otlier  infor-
